Many employers would bo reluctant to give any kind 
of a position to a man who had been in jail feeling that he 
had a bad streak about him that would come out some day 
Yet Mr Maude Ballington Booth 
head of the Volun- 
teers

of America and an authority on prison work said in 
a recent address that she had 
known personally 
more 
than 18000 prisoners who had finished their sentences 
and come out straight men 
The greatest obstacle encountered by released pris- 
oners 


¬ 
who want to go straight 
is the difficulty they fre- 
quently

encounter in obtaining work 
If such a man who 
really wants to make good finds himself rejected again 
because of his record 
he forms the conviction that he 
must live in any way he can if society wont let him work 
then he must steal 
A man of that type might not be a suitable candidate 
for a position of trust until

thorough change of heart 
But if he has made a good re-
